Parih, May 25. -The causo of the tiro 
is supposed" to harsbeori from the artificial 
tiro apparatus, \vhi<lh had be»n placed in 
position in readiness for the burning 
pulaco in tlio Hecoml act, and whloh rolled 
down from its place noar tho roof and ox- 
ploded below. Women, half clad, carry- 
ing costumes, flod 'from tho stu^o scream- 
ing; supers and members of the chorus 
were terrified. Some of tho lattor flod 
with nothing on but tights. The Hames 
spread with groftj rapidity. In fifteen 
minutes the nlagt- was a vast funiuce. 
Several actors escaped by climbing to tho 
roof on the side oi the Hue Merivanto, 
whore they worn rescued by tiro escapes. 
M, TaBquin itnplorSjd tho audience to re- 
muiii seated until the exits wore opened, 
which timy did. If ihey had made a rush for 
the doors tXo loss bf life would hnvo been 
terrible. Tliu poliefioutsido wore unable to 
restrain tho crowd .who beseiged the build- 
ing onquiriug for (fiends, until tho mili- 
tary cordon was formed. One man who 
wanted to rosoue his brother and sistor, 
raved, tore bin liaiv, and menaced witli a 
stick the people, wlio stopped him from 
rushing into the *.ilii/,ing building. Tho 
scone outside was One of tho wildest ex- 
citement. Falling timbers struck horses 
in the surroundinffistreets, causing them 
Lo plungo and roarj Flames shot out of 
every window, fornng the crowd into tho 
narrow streets, wh'itre the crush was ter- 
rific. Fi-jMioiite lays there wore 150 
persons on tho [stage when the tire 
"broke out. She Heard the glass break- 
ing, but told I he others not to mind it, 
but while she was speaking a column of 
flame broke through the wing with a roar, 
and all rushed pell uiell from tho stage. 
Many policemen wore injuivd. Only a 
fortnight ago M. Steinakcrs called atten- 
tion in the chamber of deputies to tht» 
dangerous condition of tho Opera Oom- 
iipie, tin; oldest thuatrre lu Paris. 

The Figaro also called attention to tho 
same thing ufter u recont twelve-hour 
benefit performance when tliu audience 
was delayed a few minutes by denso 
smoke and insutlicient light. Director 
Soleil with his wife and two children 
escaped without injury. Tho killed includ- 
odfour tireinon. There was not a frantic rush 
in the theatre, but it is believed the stair- 
case became blocked. The iron curtain 
was lowered in front of tho stage. This 
prevented the lire from spreading im- 
mediately to tho auditorium and allowed 
the audience to escape. The men who 
carried away the money chest report that 
when they left tho auditorium was quite 
empty. Tho lire brigade distinguished 
themselves. Many had narrow escapes. 
Most of the casualties ao far reported 
were duo to nervousness. Many persons 
who wore unable to trust themselves to 
widk the ledge of the cornice around tho 
building, jumped off in terror. One wo- 
man coolly walked arstind the cornice 
when the llamos were bursting above hor 
until she reached the tiro-eHcape. Tho 
victims are must all singers. The streets 
in the vicinity of tho burned theatre wore 
crowded until an early hour this morning. 
Swell, solicitor of the British embassy, 
said the audience showed great calmness 
when tho alarm was given.

To-day 15(1 mishing persons have been 
inquired for by relatives. Thoy are sup- 
posed Lo have perished ill the Haines. The 
bottom of the theatre is flooded with 
water to tho depth of live feet. Sixty 
bodies have been found floating in the 
water by firemen. 

The work of searching for bodies waB 
resumed to-night. A number nioro wore 
exhumed. The officials statement says 
fifty bodies have already been received. 
Reveilleon, speaking in the ohamber of 
deputies this afternoon, estimated at least 
■Mi) persons lost their lives in tho lire.

IS IT A REIGN OF TERROR? 

To thk Editor: — Coming down from 
Burrard Inlet last night 1 found on 
board tho steamer a newspaper called tho 
Mainland Guardian, and in that journal I 
read an article based on what Boomed to be 
atrial for criminal assault that took place 
in your city. Before crossing the conti- 
nent 1 had heard a good deal about tho 
"wild west. " 1 have hoard of tho uttor 
disregard that prevailed throughout tho 
western states for constituted authority; 
of the "poetic justice" that was muted out 
to criminals by lynch law, of witnesses 
and juryman who were oponly bought or 
bribed, of lawyers who took contingent 
fees and foes from both sides ill a case, and 
of judges who played poker over night with 
tho boys thoy wore to try tho next day, 
and who threw dice for drinks and squirt- 
ed tobacco juice at cracks in the wall 
while a trial was on. But I looked for 
better things in tho CJuoou's Dominion. 
1 do not say 1 havo not found them; but 
from the article in the paper 1 have re- 
ferred to, what am 1 to infer? That the 
prosecuting attorney in tho assault caso 
and one of the highest officirs of the 
crown aro rascals of a dye so pronounced 
as to deserve to pass two y»ars in tho 
ohaingang at least ! 

The first question L, as a stronger, 
asked, is this accusat ion truo 'f Tho reply 
cams (piiok and sharp, "No, its an infer- 
nal lie." "Then why," I asked, "is so 
injurious a falsehood permitted to pass un- 
ohalhuiged for a single moment so as to 
impress those who come newly into 
tho country with its truth ?" The 
party of whom 1 enquired went 
on to tell mo that the entire 
report on which tho article was based was 
a fabrication; thai from beginning to end 
Wioro was not a grain of truth in it; that 
it first appeared in a Victoria newspaper 
and that notwithstanding everyone — from 
the judge who tried the case down to the 
court crier, know it to bo untrue — neither 
man nor newspaper has uttered a word in 
protestation, explanation or apology. 

Can such things bo pondered without 
speedily bringing into contempt tho whole 
framework of government, lowering the 
character of our courts and public men, 
destroying that confidence in the

ALASKA NEWS. 



The steamship Olympian arrived at 
Townsend wharf on Wednesday evening 
direct from Alaskan ports. 

Captain Herbert Beocher, agent ef the 
treasury department, returned. 

Over two hundred miners have left 
J uneau this season for the Upper Yukon 
country mines. A tribe of Chilcat Indiana 
are in possession of the road leading to 
tho mines, and exact a toll from each 
miner m pusses. It is said that they find 
the business quite profitable. 

Two one hundred and twenty stamp 
mills are to be erected on the Benier bay 
property next month. 

Somo rich bearing quartz have been 
found within a hulf mile of Juneau. Sev- 
eral claims havo been secured. 

The Silver Bow Basin continues to send 
forth good reports of "rich finds." 

Eight gold bricks wore shipped from a 
mine near Sitka early this month, valued 
at $160,000. 

United States Marshal Barton Atkins 
was on board with one H. A. Williams in 
charge, convicted of an attempt to rob 
and murder and sentenced to three yeara 
in jail. Tho marshal will take him to tk« 
United States penitentiary on McNeill's 
Island, W. T. 

The United States war ship Pint* is at 
Chilcoot, looking out for tho intoresta of 
the miners going into the Yukon country, 
and will not return to Sitka until June. 
A lot tor from an officer on the Pint* 
statos that there is no trouble among the 
Indians, as reported, and none is ex- 
pected. 

John McCafferty, ex-collector of cus- 
toms, was arraigned beforo tho court at 
Sitka on May 13th, charged with an as- 
sault, on E. Chamberlain with a pistol. J. 
(.!. Brady and A. K. Delaney defended 
tho prisoner, and brought in a plea of 
insanity. Many witnesses wore produced 
to prove that the prisoner was insane, and 
the jury, after being out some fourteen 
hours, brought in a verdict of not guilty 
on account of insanity. 

Several white men in Sitka have been 
sentenced to jail for unlawful cohabita- 
tion with Russian and Indian women. 
Judge Dawson is determined to break up 
this, as he says it is the worst vice prac- 
ticed in Alaska. 

At J uneau, water lots are at a premium, 
and every night some attompt is made to 
seize property which others claim. No 
serious trouble Iuib occurred as yet. 

A largo number of people have gone 
to the Copper river district prospecting. 
All reports say that tho section is very 
rich in minerals and big finds aro antici- 
pated. 

The miners going into the Yukon claim 
that tho Indians charge a toll for going 
through their country. It is said that one 
native lias collected $400 tolls from miners 

this season.

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OUR FINANCIAL POSITION. 

Sir CharloB Tupper's first budget speech 
was emu of remarkable power and clear- 
ness fully bearing out hiu reputation us 
one <>f Canada's greatest statesmen. A 
complete report of it, is before us and pre- 
sents a very vivid picture of the groat 
benefits which have resulted to tho ^Do- 
minion as a result of its protective policy. 
During the first seven years of confedera- 
tion Canada under a comparatively low 
tariff enjoyed, as the finance minister lias 
pointed out, a very marked degree of 
prosperity, but ii must not lie forgotten 
that during that, period tho industries of 
Canada enjoyed a great protection which 
arose from the dislocation of the labor 
market in the great, republic to the south 
of us, and which placed us in a very dif 
foront position to that which at a very 
early period afterwards wo occupied. 
When that change came, and when the 
languishing industries of Canada impressed 
tho finance minister of that day, when, 
instead of large surpluses, large deficits 
succeeded year after year, the Opposition 
of that, day urged upon the then finance 
minister, Sir Richard Cartwright, that lie 
should reconsider the position and that he 
should cudeavoi to give increased protec 
tion to our industries which would prevent 
them from thus languishing and from 
being dostroyed. The attempt did not 
succeed and tho Opposition were unable 
to change the policy o those who thei 
ruled the destinies of Ci nada. The mem 
orable election of 1X7 <. when the question 
became a burning one, and tho great 
battle was fought and won, will ho well 
remembered by our readers. That the peo 
plo of Canada have f ith in that groat pol 
icy is evidenced by their recording their 
votes at the last general election* 
favor of the party which instituted 
Sir Charles twitted Mr. Blake very neatly 
with his change of base on the question of 
free trade, "Since the last session of this 
parliament," he said, "as is well known, 
the lion, gentleman who, with such dis 
tinguished ability, leads her Majesty': 
loyal Opposition in this house, has, in the 
presence of the great electorate of Canada 
announced his entire conversion to tin 
principle that we have so long maintained 
from this side of the house." After 
pressing his gratification that "tho time 
has come when wo are all as one upon 
this great and important question, and 
when the only issue can bo how host tc 
carry out ami how best to make tho prin- 
ciple successful that has commended itself 
so entirely to the satisfaction of the com- 
paratively great body of the people of this 
country," Sir Charles passed on to a re- 
view of the financial condition of Canada 
With regard to the receipts and oxpondi 
ture for the year ended 30th June, 1H8(> 
it will be found that the late financi 
minister intimated that the total receipts 
on account of consolidated fund waul 
amount to $33,550,000. The public at 
counts shows that the actual amount re- 
ceived was §33,177,040.39, showing that 
the late finance minister's estimates were 
almost literally verified. .Sir Leonard Tilley 
estimated the total expenditure atg38,12G,- 
287. 61. This was increased in the actual 
amount expended to £39,011,012. 26. The 
difference arose from charges for the sup- 
pression of the Northwest rebellion and 
for the mounted police. These expen- 
ditures had to be met and, unfor- 
tunately for the Dominion, the deficit 
of last year was the consequence. 

Tho late finance minister estimated that 
the revenue from all sources would be 
$34,500,000. This amount was under- 
estimated. Canada has emerged from the 
depression of which Sir Leonard probably 
took account and, instead of the revenue 
stated, it, is believed that, this year's in- 
come will aggregate $36,300,000. It is 
expected that customs will yield §22,500,- 
000. It was estimated that excise would 
yield 5(7,0110,000, but owing to several 
causes it is not thought the income from 
this source will be more than $6,000,000. 
The miscellaneous items will be about 
$7,300,000, making the total of 
$35,300,000 above stated. The whole 
stun expended up to 30tll of April last 
has been $25,985,548.30, from which as 
before mentioned it is proposed to deduct 
and charge to capital 8210,0X5.52, North- 
west rebellion expenses. The further 
charges on the consolidated fund service 
will probably be: To cotnpleto interest pay - 
inents, $4,500,000; sinking fund, $600,- 
000, and for miscellaneous services of all 
kinds, $4,760,000, It is probable, then, 
that tin.' expenditure may be about $35,- 
600 000, leaving an apparent detieit at tho 
end of the year of only $300,000. It is a 
matter of sincere congratulation to know 
that.wo will close this year under existing 
circumstances with so slight a deficit, one 
account, practically balancing tho other, 
because that is so small an amount tho 
slightest change will ell'ect it one way or 
tho other. As to the probable outcome 
for the years 1887-8, which are simply a 
matter " of estimate, it is believ- 
ed that if good trade continues 
and taking into account the tariff changes 
the revenue from customs will be about 
$22. 500, (KM); excise, $6,400,000; tobacco 
and eb'ars, $2,310,000; malt and malt 
liquors, $400,000 the balance being made 
up of receipts from licenses and miscel- 
laneous sources. Some $7,500,000 will 
t probably bo realized from miscellaneous 
revenues, including postoitioe, railways, 
interest on investnionti and all other in- 
comes, making in all an estimated revenue 
during 1887-8 of $36,400,000. It is not 
probable the supplementary ostimates will 
add largely to the estimate of expendi- 
ture though British Columbia hopes 
to largely figure in it. In I hat event the 
Burplus that, is shown by I he comparison 
of the amount of revenue, which wo have 
stated lit, $;:4li, KX>,<KK), will give a very fair 
surplus for L887-8. 

As to the debt of the Dominion and the 
expenditure since confederation for capi- 
tal charges, on the first of this month the 
irroas debt of the Dominion was $270,- 
072,855.27, and the not debt $225,105,- 
96L18, being a decrease of net debt in the 
month of April of $759,870.01. Off the 
gross and net, debt might be taken, 
for all practical purposes, $10,000,000, 
since it is represented by a good and avail- 
able asset in the shape of lands obtained 
from the Canadian Pacific railway com- 
pany in payment of $10,000,000 O their 
debt At, confederation the net debt, was 

$75,728,fiil. 37, which deducted from the 
present debt shows au increase since im 



of $149,377,319.71. How has this largo 
sumbeuu expended ? In valuable public 
works that cannot fail to develop the 
country, to increase its progress mid 
prosperity, and to make an abundant in- 
direct return to tho rovenuo of tho coun- 
try for tho expenditure. WLen it was 
proposed to construct tho most costly of all 
those works, the great transcontinen- 
tal railway, our three and a half 
per centB were selling on tho English 
market at about 99. To-day so highly 
favored are our securities, so eminently 
has the position of Canada advanced in 
the estimation of the capitalists of the 
world that our throo and a half por cent, 
securities have already changed hands at 
par. Notwithstanding this fact it is not 
oxpeeted to uso that credit, high and 
great aB it. is. Wo have now no Boating 
loan, not a single dollar. There is no ex- 
pectation of being obliged to raise a now 
loan for a long timo to come, a statement 
which Sir Charles has been the first min- 
ister to have the privilege of announcing 
for many years. 

Tho fishery question and commer- 
cial union woro h uidled in a most, 
vigorous maimer uud all the stops in con 
nection with those matters treated at 
groat length, the gist of which has already 
appeared in these columns After an 
eloquent plea for the iron industry, the 
tariff on which has been greatly increased, 
Sir Charles went on to enumerate the 
proposed changes, the resolution before 
tho house. It was a great, speech extend- 
ing over five hours and perhaps as lucid 
and entertaining a dissertation <>n a very 
dry subject, as has ever been delivered by 
a finance minister. It cannot fail to till 
the country with great hope and to in- 
spire confidence in business men the Do- 
minion over. We may now hope to see 
an influx of foreign capital which we so 
much need and an era of the fullest pros- 
perity. And how can this article be more 
fitly closed than by reproducing tho words 
of the great man who is destined in the 
future to till oven a greater place in the 
history of this Dominion than lie has in 
the past: 

"1 am quite sure, [Sir, that the bouse 
has listened with very great pleasure to 
the evidences 1 have been sblo to lay be- 
fore it, of the undoubted condition of pro- 
gress and prosperity that Canada enjoys. 
I am quite sure, Sir, that no member of 
this house can fail to he gratified at the 
indisputable evidence, furnished by every- 
thing that can indicate a condition of pro- 
gress and prosperity in a country, that 
Canada is at t his moment in an exceeding- 
ly properous condition, and that the out- 
look for the future is all that we can de- 
sire. But, Sir, 1 may aak tho bouse for 
a single moment, to what do we owe 
that condition of progress and pros- 
perity, upon which we are able 
to congratulate ourselves at this 
moment ? 1 am quite certain that the 
answer will be found in the wolds— 
National Policy. It is the National 
Policy which has lifted Canada out of the 
position that it occupied a few years ago; 
it is tho National Policy that has enabled 
it to pass through what otherwise would 
have been a period of great depression, 
without seriously feeling it; it is the 
National Policy that has vivified erury 
industry in this country, that has fur- 
nished employment for Canadian hands 
on Canadian soil, that has kept the money 
of tho country within the country, and 
that has diffused prosperity from one end 
of this country to the other."

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THE APPRENTICE SYSTEM; 
Dlfflcultlcs Which U< ys mid Writs Encounter. 

The inquiry of the Bureau <>f Labor 
Statistics Into the condition of the. boys 
and girls oniployecl in various pursuits in 
the statu h nbout concluded; Tho result 
of the investigation i s that the condition 
of tho young workers is not what it should 
bo. The main tfiflieulfcy proceed* from 
tho system of employing the boys and 
girls in special brunches of a trade at low 
wages and giving fchem no opportunity to 
advance in the business, The consequence 
is a lael< of skilled labor and low Wuges. 
Work that journeymen should do is given 
to apprentices, which lowers tho standard 
and injures the skilled ivbrkniah. It is 
thought that a return to the old system of 
articling apprentices would have t he utfoet 
of doing away with the present harmful 
system. As it is now in many trades, it, 
is almost impossible to learn a trado 
thoroughly. 

Many couiplaints have been made about 
the "apprentice" Bysteru of the dress- 
makers, Girls are offurod ppjution^i with- 
out wages, to "learn Ihu business," with 
a promise of a salary when t buy become 
proficient in the trade. After several 
months, when the iritis have gained 
enough knowledge to receive a small 
salary they are discharged, and now "ap- 
prentices" take their place. By this plan 
the dressmakers pay nothing for help, 
and the girls never gain enough knowl- 
edge to apply for regular positions.— 
8. F. Ohmihle. 

TBfi EXPIBING PASS. 

In a letter to a friend Bill Nye says: I 
arrived here just in timo to witness the 
last moments of a Northwestern pass as 
its spirit took its flight. Had I postponed 
my journey for a single day I would have 
been toe. late. It was still young. Life 
was befoic it. Barely a quarter of the 
span of its life had been passed when it 
curled up and expired. It was a c uto 
little tiling, with an olive complexion and 
large, mournful, upper-case eyes. A few 
weeks ago I noticed that it did not 
look well. It. did not complain of 
illness or pain, but I thought I delected 
a condition on its back, and so I hur- 
ried home in order to be here in case it 
should expire. As Bonn as the conductor 
looked at it and felt its pulse he said that 
he could do nothing for it. The Interstate 
Commerce law is one of those things that 
will have to be tried before we can pass up. 
on it, and it is going to In. very dillieult to 
pass upon it even then. This thought oc 
curred to me just lifter the gate-keeper 
pushed me back yesterday ami told me to 
go and get my ticket. I then first realized 
what it was to bo rudely ground under the 
hoolof a cold corporat ion that is devoid of 
soul, devoid of noble thoughts, devoid of 
refined instincts, devoid of kind impulses, 
devoid of bowls of milk of human kind- 
ness, devoid of bowels of compassion. 
From force of habit I walked up to the 
gate with a joyous nod and the old pass- 
word, only to De coldly repulsed by hired 
bouncors of this heartless, soulless ami 
impulseless, milkless ami bowellesa cor- 
poration, put tho railroads will got the 
worst of it, for 1 know" that travel on some 
of the lines has fallen oil' since April 1st. 
1 can see it already. I have fallen oil' 
myself since tho first of the month and 
others will do the same. 

Canada and Newfoundland were well 
represented at tho banquet given ti the 
delegates to the imperial conference at the 
St. (jeorge's club. Both Sir Alexander 
Campbell and Mr. Sandford Fleming wero 
present as the Canadian representatives, 
while Sir Robert Tliorhurn and Sir Amb- 
rose Shea attended as the Newfoundland 
delegates; and among the guests wore, in 
addition, Sir John Bo.se, Mr. II. (.:.

There was no 
lack of heartiness in the reception ace,, pi- 
corded to the delegates in tin course 
of tho usual foia ml toasts nor 
in the proposition by the 
Duke of Cambridge of the toast of the 
evening - "The prosperity and advance- 
ment of our colonies, and welcome to | ]ic 
colonial delegates.'' In the formal 
speeches \\r. Forward, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Admiralty, expressed the 
hope that the example set by Australasia 
in the improvement of the defences of 
ports in the South Pacific would he fol- 
lowed in the north, and that Canada 
would take similar steps "with a view to 
effect a real federation of the Empire." 
Ah for the Duke of Cambridge, he was 
cordially in sympathy with the toast, 
declaring that there was "no man in the 
whole Empire who fell more strongly the 
importance of federation than he did."

Collapse of a BrltlKe. 

The Orcgwiian of Monday says: Early 
yesterday forenoon a very largo section of 
the long bridge crossing the Columbia 
slough, .on the Portland- Vancouver road, 
collapsed. This bridge was constructed 
about two years since, Multnomah county 
bearing tho expenses of the labor neces- 
sary, and General Miles furnishing the 
lumber. The bridge is about one and one- 
half miles in length, and it is said nearly 
three-quarters of a mile has gone down. 
In putting the bents up, it appears that 
some of them were not placed exactly in 
a perpendicular position, or else, the 
foundation had yielded, for, owing to one 
or the other cause, or to both, the whole 
section (the end nearest to Love's slough), 
careened endwise and wont down. The 
collapse carried dow n tho Western Union 
Telegraph Company's line for the entire 
distance. The wires were si rung along on 
the oud of the timbers, and naturally 
went along with tho rest. John Crouch 
and several men were engaged yesterday 
for somo hours in restoring tho inter- 
rupted communication. This was done by 
stretching wires around the breaks, fol- 
lowing t ho course of the old road.

A discussion arose on Senator Mclnnes 
asking leave to add t he following to his mo- 
tion for a full return of all Chinese enter, 
ing and leaving Canadian ports, the num- 
ber entering and leaving each port, and 
for each month since tho passage of the 
Chinese Immigration Act in July, ^885, 
up to the 1st January, LSH7: "Al»o,£bjB 
amount of revenue derived from tho Oft? 
nese immigration, and the cost of enforc- 
ing the act between the aforesaid dates bo 
included. " 

The discussion was participated in by 
Senator Macdonald who asked lean: to 
add the following clause: "Also all docu- 
mentary evidence of fraud by Chinamen 
passing their certificates of entry to others 
who have not entered." Senator Mc- 
lnnes bad no objection to this addition. 
Senator Miller said it could not lie done 
without the unanimous consent of I lie 
house. The motion was allowed to stand 
over one week. 

Subsequently the mover expressed his 
willingness to drop tho last clause, leaving 
it optional with I he government. If thoy 
could bringdown the information asked 
for without trouble thoy could do so. 
«fe lu reply to Senator Mclnnes' inquiry 
with reference to the Port Moody wharf 
Hon. .Mr. Abbott replied: 

"Li answer tu the first portion of the 
question 1 may say that it was found from 
the change of circumstances that the sec- 
tion of tho wharf now renewed would be 
ample for tho business of Port Moody. 
In answer to the second question I would 
say that it is not yet determined what, 
disposition the government will make of 
the remaining piles, but that they will be 
placed whore they ivill bo most service- 
able for tho trallic. As to the third ques- 
tion, those piles were purchased, deliver- 
ed at Port Moody, and the total price was 
$28,666." 

Senator Mclnnes then mado one of bis 
customary attacks on the government and 
the 0. I*. K., and on being called to or- 
der said: " I intend to move for cor- 
respondence when the bon. members 
in this house will have tho opportunity of 
expressing their views on if when thoy 
hear tho full particulars of the righteous 
cause I advocate." 

Senator Macdonald has made the fol- 
lowing inquiry: Has the Imperial gov- 
ernment promised to furnish guns or to 
assist in any way towards tho defences of 
the western const of tho Dominion, and 
is it tho intention of tho government to 
commence operation this year on tho said 
defences?

THE NA5AIM0 DISASTER. 

THE DfQUBST. 
(Specially Roportod for Tub Colonist.) 

The inquost in regard to the late de- 
plorable accident in V. C. Co.'s shaft, 
Nanaimo, was resuaied in that city on 
Wednesday afternoon at 1 p. m. before 
Dr. Walkom, coronor. At the hour of 
oponing tho court house was well filled 
by interested spectators. 

Mr. Eborts, of Eberts & Taylor, ap- 
peared for tho minifltor of mines, Hon. 
J. Robson, who was presont. Mr. Drake, 
Q. 0. , appoirod for tho company and Mr. 
Jas. Young requoatod and was granted 
permission to intorrogato witnossos on the 
part of the society oalled tho Knights of 
Labor. 

After the usual proclamation by the 
constable and the calling of tho names of 
tho jurors, tho coroner stated thai he 
intended to afford the greatest license 
compatible with tho proper decorum of the 
oourt as to tho interrogation of witnesses 
and that ho would allow any person who 
had an Interest in the enquiry to ask 
questions of the different witnesses, so »* 
to permit of the strictest and closest In- 
vestigation. 

Mr. Hayland was then sworn; ho said: 
— 1 am mine surveyor for tho Vancouver 
Coal Company; I have made a surrey of 
No. 1 shaft and have a traoing of tho sur- 
vey with me, and which I now produce; 
1 remember tho Did of May, tho day 
of tho explosion; tho tracing is as nearly 
as possible a tracing of the survey of the 
mine as it stood on tho ord of May; tho 
red arrows show tho air currents; tho 
note at the foot explain the different 
markings on the plan. 

To a juryman: -Tho plan is from tho 
April work; the last, survey was mado on 
tho 18th of April. 

Mr. Mc Wight, foreman of tho jury. 
Before calling another witness, Mr. Coron- 
er, 1 wish on tho part of the jury, uud 1 
should havo done so before the last wit- 
ness was called, te oxpresa our great dis- 
approval of the remarks and editorials 
which have appeared in the Victoria press 
in regard to the late explosion. Those 
remarks aro not only prejudicial but are 
erroneous and absurd in their character. 

Coroner Walkein: — 1 quite agree with 
you, Mr. Foreman; some of the articles 
rvlkicL have appeared are net only Unbe- 
coming and out of placo, but they also 
show lamentable ignorance on tho part of 
the writers; one editorial copied in a Vic- 
toria paper from tho Toronto Globe and to 
which 1 understand you more particularly 
alludo to, is very objectionable since, a few 
enquiries on tho part of tho proprietors 
of that journal from those acquainted 
with the system of mining in this country 
would have shown them the absurdity of 
reproducing comments of such a kind. 
No doubt, they wore written with the best 
of motives, but still a better judgment 
should havo pointed out to them the pro- 
priety of refraining from comments pend- 
ing an official enquiry. 

Eiuil Arnold Priegor, sworn — I am 
physician and surgeon to the Vancouver 
Coal Company; I saw the bodj» of John 
Linn, but made no special examination of 
it; tho body of Linn was recovered on tho 
night of tho explosion; that would be the 
3rd of May; am of tho opinion that ho 
died of choke damp; the result of its in- 
halation is death of a rapid form from 
oxygen starvation; some moll wore 
brought up some twenty minutes after 
tho explosion; the body of Linn was 
brought up about 10 o'clock of that night. 

Jule Michael, sworn—Am sinker in tho 
No. '2 shaft; remember the evening of tho 
;Srd of May, and about tho timo the ex- 
plosion took place; was then having sup- 
per below ground oft' No. 2 shaft; as far 
as 1 can say the explosion snimdod to me 
like a heavy fall of rock, and 1 felt tho 
wind coming from it up tho slope; ro- 
mombor when the volume of air struck 
mo; 1 exclaimed, [*MyGod ! boys, what is 
coming on us now?" I had no memory 
of tho explosion after that; 1 work princi- 
pally about the shaft; was oiico down the 
slope; John Linn worked with me; at tho 
time of the explosion Linn, Davis, Cravou 
and Matlison were sitting with mo in tho 
cabin having supper; I was then in the 
employ of V. C. company two months, 
and all that time 1 was working ill the 
neighborhood of No. 2 shaft; my shift was 
from 2 p. in. to 10 p. in.; there was good 
air then; sometimes we could not k'oep our 
lightH burning on account of the current 
of air in the up cast; there was always 
plenty of air in the place in which 1 was 
working; about twice a week 1 was on top 
in tho vicinity of the fan, which was 
working; it slowed down occasionally when 
wo were tiring shots in tho bottom of tho 
shaft; the slowing down would last about 
ton or fifteen minutes; we had tired no 
shots that day; tho morning shift had tired 
shots before we went down. 

To Mr. Drake --The cabin is about fif- 
teen yards from tho foot of tho shaft; we 
were cribbing below tho luvol of the work 
ings; the names of those I have men- 
tioned as wi'.h mo aro tho names of some 
of those killed, and they wore working 
with me at tho sinking; I saw no tire 
about of any kind; I was knocked scime 
loss when 1 got outside; 1 did not couio to 
my senses until 9 o'clock p. m., when 
found myself in the old school-room; tho 
mine had been working that day as usual. 

Te Mr. Young -1 am not acquainted 
with the drift running from tho engine 
room to the No. 2 shaft; the direction of 
tho blast appears to me as from the re- 
turn airway behind the cabin. 

James Malcolm, sworn — Am a miner 
working in No. 3, south, oil' tho uew 
slopo; remembor 3rd of May; was on 
morning shift from tl a. in. to 2 p. in. ; 
there wore two men working near mo, in 
side or furt her in the level; had then been 
working in tho pit. threo months; havo 
worked as a miner about five years; thei 
was plenty of air in the place where I was 
working that day; never saw any gas down 
there nor did I experience any ; have hoard 
of the presence of gas in the roof oiico in 
a while; tho slopo is dry and very dry 
where 1 am working; havo never bean 
down to tho face of the slope; there was a 
good deal of coal dust, where I was work- 
ing; tho coal dust was principally on the 
Boor; I noticed when a shot, was fired coal 
dust would risu in groat quantities; there 
was a strong current of air there hut it 
could not, raise tho coal dust; if was always 
wet beforehand for tamping purposes; 
have Been a "blowing out." shot; the flame 
would extend two feet or so; never saw 
tho flame go fifteen or twenty feet; wo use 
somo of our tea < ut of our buckets to wot 
the tamping; some of the holes that would 
require tamping would bo four or fivo feet; 
this hole would lake a shovel full of dust; 
I was working in coal on 3rd May. 

To Mr. Droko — The mine tho day I 
worked was in the sanio condition as on 
previous days; I do nut know whether tho 
mine or this portion of tho mine had been 
watered; heard no complaint of gas that 
day; do not know whether it was George 
Ohurohott or .las. Price who was fireman 
in my shift; 1 know Muir; ho was fireman 
on tho afternoon shift; have worked on 
his shift; he was a careful man and always 
attentive to his duties. 

To a juryman- Tho roof attended to 
by me as having been roportod hb con- 
taining gas, was the roof of the slope. 

To Coronor Wnlkmu -Tho height of tho 
roof whore 1 was working wus 14 feot; 
scaffolds were used for the purpose of get- 
ting up to put tho caps on the props;

when 1 went up to put the eiqiH on tho 
props 1 did not leave my light on tho 
ground. There waa a strong current of 
uir in the roof. 

James Malpass, sworn: Work in tho 
now Blope; have been working in No. 1 
shaft 12 months, and moat of that time in 
the diagonal slopo; waa down on the 
morning shift of 3rd May; the ventilation 
was very good and 1 did not hear of nny 
complaint on tliat day; the height of the 
roof varies from 16 to 18 feet; it was very 
dry down there and a large accumulation 
of coal dust; have heard of gaa in tho 
slope; once 1 hud to quit work on account 
of gas; that waa early in April, and f was 
then working in tho same stall as 1 was 
on 3rd May; 1 was ordered to quit work 
by the foreman; I quit for half a shift as 1 
went up on top at p. m. ; the gas was 
not then in my stall, but in the one be- 
hind me; I havo aeon and encountered 
"blowing out 1 ' shots; sometimes they 
cause a good deal of dust to arise; thoy 
sometimes extend 10 feet in Hume; I uso 
wet dross as tamping; it is never usod dry; 
no miner would ever use dry dross for 
tamping; clay is not used for tamping in 
tluB mine to my knowledge; the height of 
the roof varies very much along the slope; 
all the way from (i foot to 20 foet; I have 
encountered gas in these workings, but 
have never, except in tho instance before 
mentioned, been compelled to quit work; 
the ventilation wus always extra good; 
worked with an ordinary pit lamp; never 
considered it dangerous to work down 
there with an open light; 1 have worked 
in nearly all tke mines; tho new slope is 
tho deepest of them all. 

To Mr. Drake— Waa brought up on 
Vancouver island; have worked in Wash- 
ington territory; havo been 22 years a 
miner; there was always plenty of air in 
the place where I win working and air, 1 
think, in tho roof of the stall where 1 was 
working, but can't exactly toll; do not 
know where rock is and where coal is; tho 
height of the coal where 1 was working 
wm from 16 to 18 foet; wo took the coal 
right away to tho roof; Mr. Andrew Muir 
(tho dead fireman,) was a careful fireman; 

I havo known him over sinco I was in tho 
mine; the mine had been watered a short 
timo boforo tho 3rd May, and I expori 
enced the advantage of it; there was not 
nearly so much coal dust; the watering 
was done with a hose and hand-pump; 1 
do not know whether it was very dry the 
day of tho explosion. 

To Mr. Young — I know that my placo 
and tho one bolow it gavo oft' a little gas; 
very little gas would collect in my placo 
in two hours even if there was a stoppage 
of air. Early in April, tho time 1 was 
told to quit work, there was a temporary 
stoppage of air in the stall below me, due 
to a fall from the roof; the roof had caved 
some 12 or 14 hours before 1 quit work, 
and next day when 1 resumed it was cav- 
ing still; the cross-cuts wore the height 
of thu ceal; 1 expect it would havo im- 
proved the safety of the mine if tho dust 
had been watered every day. 

To the foreman — My partners wore 
Jonathan Blunnell and George Biggs 
there was no one working in the stall be 
low me on 3rd May; Jonathan Martin had 
been working there. 

To Coroner Walkem — The height of tho 
diagonal or now slope varies; there i 
curtains hting hi the slope for the purpose 
of throwing tho air into tho high places. 

Joshua Mantoll, Robert Hindniank, 
David Lowiu, Samuel Hague, Myles 
Stevenson, Richard Bradley and John 
Toague were subsequently examined, but 
gavo no evidence of importance, all of 
them, however, agreeing as to tho pre- 
sence of largo quantities of coal dust and 
tho fact of good ventilation. 

Borne discussion subsequently ensued 
as to the advisability of an adjournment 
for a lengthened period, which was ended 
by tho coronor adjourning the court until 

II o'clock yesterday morning, Mr, Wat- 
BOIl, inspector of mines for Washington 
territory, having consented to examine 
the mine with a view to giving some ex- 
planation as to tho cause of the accident.
